Her appreciative audience 
crowded the Congregational church 
where the concert was held, to ov¬ 
erflowing. 

The opening number was the 
"Chiu mu tie Fantasia and Fugue," 
one uf the largest ol Bach’s works 
for the piano. This was followed 
hy the '’Sonata Op, 110 " (Beet¬ 
hoven), Her conception wa® admir¬ 
able and her playing revealed a 
fine feeling for the .■style and re- 
irainl, which these work* demand. 

In the Chopin group, which fol¬ 
lowed, the Nocturne was given a 
very poetic reading. The K lutles, 
which were brilliantly played, dis¬ 
played a finished technique. 

Miss Moore’s doling group was 
quite modern in character and 
most picturesque. Especially, in 
these numbers, did she show a fine 
feeling for tone quality, taste in 
interpretation, and brilliancy which 
made the numbers n fitting climax 
to a beautiful program.

The first six, with the ( ni* 
varsity of Kentucky, weit! non-de¬ 
cision debates, while the hist three 
with the University of Kentucky, 
Albion college »nd Fur man uni¬ 
versity. have resulted in decision 
victories. 

The next appearance of the Rol¬ 
lins team will probably lie Feb. 10, 
when they will meet the University 
of Pittsburg here.

The '29-*30 discussion of the 
Question started »i a tri-meet of 
Student Council, Student-Faculty, 
and the Chapel Committees, The 
object being to settle this chapel 
Pgffbteni. 

The supper bugle adjourned the 
meeting. So they met again and 
again. The arguments, seemed to 
arrive at no conclusions until it 
was decided to put the question 
before the student body at open 
Student Association meeting. 

The chapel bugle stopped the 
first argument and the following 
Friday was designated for the 
next round. 

"The Seniors last year railroad¬ 
ed through the present preposter¬ 
ous arrangement whereby we arc 
com pel led to attend TWO times a 
week—and sometimes THREE," it 
was protested, “Yeah, notice how 
they stipulated the plan should not 
be?in to operate till this year?
